Examiner finds Applicant's arguments unpersuasive. Applicant has focused on the use of slightly different terminology in a reference as 
being indicative that the reference cannot be equivalent to Applicant's claim elements. Examiner relies on MPEP section 2131 which does 
NOT require that an ipsissimis verbis test be met. The references need not use the exact same words. Based on a broadest reasonable 
interpretation of the concept of system information parameter tag values, the system information parameter tags in the Wiberg reference, 
which can indicate system information parameters, are equivalent to the system type extension indicators in Applicant's claims which 
indicate system information parameters. Applicant's remaining arguments are an extension of this same argument, and are unpersuasive 
as well. 
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
